PLAYS JUDAS AS A PATRIOT.

Dread that he may become the vietim
of a fanatic's knife or bullet {8, Tyrone
Power confesses, felt by him each night
as he appears upon the stage of the
Manhattan Theatre to play Judas in
“Mary of Magdala.*”

“For the first few nights of the pro-
duction this feeling amounted to absos
lute fear,” sald the actor, whose fine
{mpersonation has created a profound
impression.

“From the time I began studying the
part I had many misgivings as to how
the publiic would recelve me in the role
of a man reviled and despised the world
over. This doubt grew untll on the
night of the firgt performance I faced
the audience with sensations oclosely
akin to terror.

‘“The scene leading lmmodl-.tol! to the
betrayal, where Judas consents to do
what Calphas asks of him, waa the
greatest trial. As the play progressed
to thls stage the thought came to me:

‘" ‘Suppose there should be in the audl-
ence a fanatio with a pistol or a knife
in his pocket and he, in the lllusion of
the moment, should be seized with an
lrmmpulse to ki me? Why would not
such a thing be possible? Why should
not a person overoome by religious emo-
ton say to himself: ‘‘There is the arch-
betrayer! He ls golng to deliver Christ
into the hands of his e I will
umf him! 1 will prevent it!''

“l breathed er when the scene was
over, and now I am gradually becom-
Ir less and less apprehensive, But- 1
stlil feel there may be an element of
danger in portraylng a character held
in borror and aversion by mankind gen-
eraily.
